CHOLERA PRECAUTION 


British North Borneo Acts 
Against Hongkong 


Quarantine restrictions have been 
Imposed by the Government of Bri- 
{ish North Bornco ngasnst arrivals 
from Hongkong’on account of Cholera, 

Arrivals from Hongkong are sub- 
ject to medical Inspection and muy 
be kept under surveillance or obser~ 
vation for a period of five days, 
reckoning from the day of departure 
from Hongkong, unless they Produce 
valld Inoculntion certificates, 

An inoculation -certificate 13 con- 
sidered valid if it has been slgned by 
& competent ,-authority and shows 
that the holder ‘has been inoculated 
against cholera not less thun six days 
and not more than six months prior 
to arrival In British North Borneo, 

Quarantine restrictlons have been 
Imposed by the Chinese Morltime

Chungking, July 14. 

Dead tnen tell no tales—but what 
they leave behind does. Chinese 
mobile units operating in the trian- 
guinr  Shanghal-Nanking-Hangchow 
nrea, according to the China Informa- 
tlon Committee, have come tnto pos- 
sfon of numerous diaries and letters 
found on: the bodies of Japanese of- 
Acers unt soldiers or taken from war 
captives. Passages therefrom, when 
pleced together, provide an Illumina- 
ting picture of the despondency prip- 
ving Japanese troops on the Eastern 
Front, or other fronts, Fear for their 
own safety, worries over thelr fami- 
Hes, the feclitig of imminent doom, 
war wearlness, and petty ond aften 
laughable superstitions, are candidly 
recorded in these letters. 


Second Lieutenant Ninomura wrote 
lo his wife Kishigawa Hidezo, but did 
not live long enough to mail the letter, 
Part of it reads: 


“The first replacement brought 
over 200 men to our battalion, But 
where are they now? The mojority 
have been esther killed or wounded 
in action, Only 33 are still alive. By 
the time the second, third and other 
replicements‘arrive, I am. afraid. none 
of the old soldiers will be left... ..."

-bers_were_said_to_be_the_haunt_of 
evil spirits. 

But it was not only the interest of 
the pocts of Indla which was aroused 
by this mysterlous fever of such 
peculiar prevalenee In warm, marshy 
Jodulities; the great Greele poct 
Aristophanes, the last of the long line 
of Athenian dramatists at whose 
scathing wit not only Athens laughed, 
wrote a comedy called “The Wasps". 
In this, at the end of the first Act, 
the leader of the chorus reminds his 
hearers of “those agucs and those 
fevers which throttled your sires by 
night and smothered your grandsires 
couched upon thelr beds.” 

Reference must also be made to 
the many humorous writers and 
pluywrights of the Middle Ages, the 
names of most of whom are unknown 
to-day, but whose writings contain 
constant allusions to the ‘terrible 
pestilence of the South", used as a 
means of exhortation to a pure Jife. 
And, as if to document for all tlme 
this striking, interest on the part of 
the poctic mind in malaria—for this 
is the “pestilence” referred to—It was 
‘finally reserved to a poet to lift the 
last veil behind which the secret of 
this disease Iny hidden, It was, In 
fact, Ronald Ross, who, while serving 
in the Indian Medical Service during 
the “nineties”, discovered the malarial 
parasite In the stomach of the 
anopheles mosquito. Ross's leisure 
was spent In the authorship of several 
volumes of poems and. works of 
fiction, and on the evening of the 
day of his great discovery the pactic 
instinct in him asserted itself; in his 
joy he sent the followlng stanzas to 
his wife: 

This Day relenting God 

Hath ploced within my hand 
- A wondrous thing; and God’ 

Be praised, At his command 

Secking His secret deeds 

With tears and tolling breath, ° 

I. find thy cunning seeds, 

O million-murdering Death, | . 

Nevertheless, Rosa's plan to ex- 
terminate the anopheles mosquito 
{allcd in its object, and malaria cotl- 
tinued to flourish and to ravage man- 
kind in splte of quinine. But because 
‘the life-cycle of the malaria parasite 
—man-mosquito-man—wns now ac- 
curately known, it became possible 
to fight the disease with new weapons 
which far surpassed the old. Much 
experimental research In the well- 
known Bayer Laboratories finally led 
to the synthesis of ‘Atebrin’ ond 
‘Plasmoquine’ Through these drugs 
maliria can be completely cured 
within the space of a few days, and 
both relapses and harmful complica- 
tlons entirely avolded.——(Adut.)
